of the will, had no claim on the fortune de- 
yond Mrs. Martin's life interest in its income. 
Now they have an heir whose prospects are 
worth at least $3,000,000, It is the first Young 
grandchild to bé born into its own rights 
since the death of Mr. Young. 

The importance of the event to the four 
branches of the family arises from the pe- 
culiar provisi of Mr. Young's will. Mr. 
Young apparently shared the convictions of 
President Roosevelt and he was extremely 
careful to place no premium on race suicide in 
his family. 

Grandchildren to Get All. 

In his testament he directed that his widow 
and four daughters be given practically the 
entire income from his estate, but the prin- 
cipal itself, amounting at the time of his 
death to $25,000,000, he left to be divided 
equally among his grandchildren. The fam- 
ily with the most children thereby will re- 
celve the most money, and the one with none 
living at the time of the distribution wi not 
share. 

The birth of the Martin baby had the effect 
of disarranging calculations in the families 
of the other three daughters. The prospec- 
tive share of the family of Mrs. Marie Julia 
Young Kauffman of Marquette, Mich., who 
is in the lead with five children, was de- 
creased by the event from five-eighths to 
five-ninths of the estate—-a loss approxi- 
mately of $1,875,000. The future share of the 
family of Mrs. Cecile Young Heyworth, with 
two children, deciined from 25 to 22 per cent, 
while that of Mrs. Catherine Ottilie Young 
Hobart, one ahild, fell off some $875,000. 

An addition to any of these three families 
will help it to regain 
fered through the event in the Martin fam- 
ily. At the same time a repetition in the 
Martin family will enhance its prospects and 
still further reduce the others. Stil it is 
recognized that Mrs. Kaufman, with five al- 
ready, enjoys @ tremendous handicap over 
her sisters. 


Eventual Result Problematical. 

What eventual effect Mr. Young's ideas 
will have on his posterity remains to be 
seen. The more grandchildren there are the 
less money there will be for each. On the 
other hand, the more each family hae the 
less danger there will be of having its m- 
heritance diminished or cut off by deaths. 

Furthermore, not the least interesting 
point to the family is that the birth of every 
additional child probably postpones the date 
of the final division. Mr. Young directed 
that this should not take place until his 
widow and his four daughters all are dead 
and the youngest living grandchild is 21 
years old. 

If, when the last of the daughters dies, 
there are any grandchildren under age, the 
trustees will have to walt till the youngest 
one reaches 21. If the last survivor of the 
daughters lives to extreme old age, however, 
the youngest grandchild in all probability 
will be 21 at her death, in which case the es- 
tate would be distributed at once. 

It may, therefore, be more than half aA 
cemtury before the division of the estate 
among the grandchildren. As the entire in- 
come is to be devoted to annuities the estate 
will increase in that time only in so far as 
the property may enhance in value. If it 
wee divided at this time each grandchild 
would receive about $8,000,000. —

Children Testify That They Were 
Dragged by Krauskopf. 


HEARING LASTS UNTIL2 A. M. 


No Decision; Probably Will Go Before 
Next Meeting. 


Charges of brutality to crippled children 
and counter charges of defiance of consti- 
tuted authority in the Jesse Spalding school 
kept the school management committee of 
the board of education in a tense secret ses- 
sion from 8 o'clock last night until 2 o'clock 
this morning. At the latter hour the enpmmit- 
tee adjourned, announcing it had no decision 
to announce. 

Mra. Emma Haskell, the founder of the 
school and, according to the children, the 
dearest, sweetest teacher that ever lived,” 
and Charles C. Krauskopf, the present prin- 
cipal of the school, who is accused of cruelty 
to his charges, were the central figures in the 
drama; but around them were clustered a 
pathetic crowd of children, bright and laugh- 
ing in spite of their misfortunes, some of 
them hobbling around the corridors of the 
building and riding gleefully In the elevators, 
others unable to leave their parents’ arma 

There were present also all the teachers 
in the school, many of the parents of the chil- 
dren, and several women who have been in- 
terested in the school since it was a private 
school conducted by Mrs. Haskell alone. 

The committee, with Chester M. Dawes in 
the chair, and Trustees Louis Post, John J. 
Soneteby, Mrs. Emmons Blaine, and the Rev. 
R. A. White, submitted gach child to search- 
ing cross examination. T the mother and 
father were called in separately. The stories 
that have been drifting around for weeks 
againet Mr. Kreuskopf were sifted. Theen- 
tire matter probably will be referred to the 
next session of the board. 


Division in Teaching Force. 

That the allegation of the cruelty to the 
children was not the only trouble into which 
the board was delving was evident. The lines 
of division in the teaching force of the school 
were sharply marked. 

With Krauskopf, in a little railed off al- 
cove, apart from the merry pitiful throng sat 
Dr. Anna Holmes, who was sent to the schoo! 
four months ago te take charge of the elder 
children who formerly had been in the care 
of Mrs. Haskell. The two whispered to- 
gether most of the evening, and when ap- 
proached for an exp on on the affair the 
man refused to say anything, but Dr. Holmes 
was outspoken in her defense of him. 

“Tt is all a spiteful piece of work.“ she 
deciarea. “I never have seen or heard of 
any mistreatment of any of the children. I 
have charge of these children who are tes- 
tifying here tonight and they never told me 
any tales of cruelty. I went to the school 
to work, not to make trouble. Perhaps that 
is why I know nothing of these charges. 

Krauskopt declared that he would not deny 
the charges brought against him or make any 
statement concerning the internal troubles 
at the school ‘ 

“I know I will get a fair deal,“ he said. 
“The system is bigger than any man or 
teacher or pupil or school. The board will 
consider it in @ large way and do what is 
right.”

He was to have been one 
of the chief witnesses. 


Boy’s Parents Testify. 

His mother and father were there, and told 
of Mr. Krauskopf's dragging the boy over 
the floor. John Emilio said the principal 
shook him because he did not stop playing 
bail when the bell rang. He also saw Alfred 
York and Willie Krause receive the same 
treatment because they would not stop 
laughing. 

Mrs. Mary Clark, 412 Carroll avenue, said 
her daughter, Gertrude, 12 years old, was 
pushed and nearly knocked to the floor. 
Gertrude is a heavy girl, who walks on 
crutches. Mrs. Clark also said that her 
daughter and other girls were sent home 
in a bus with a drunken policeman, and that 
Mr. Krauskopf asked them improper ques- 
tions. She came downtown to see President 
Schneider of the school board about it, but he 
told her he would not interfere. Myrtle Alfps 
and Minnie and Elle Zeigler corroborated all 
this. 

The little children were taken home, one or 
two at a time, after their testimony had been 
heard, and by midnight the last of them had 
gone.

RED SHIRT; MAD BULL; KILLED. 


Park Ridge Farmhand Is Tossed to His’ 
Death on the Horns of En- 
raged Animal.

Charles Zueblin and Frank Frost 
Abbott Are Going East. 


FORMER T0 BOSTON PLACE. 


: Latter Will Be Professor of Latin in 


Princeton Next Fall. 


After spending fifteen years at recruiting 
its faculty with educators from the eastern 
states, the University of Chicago is about to 
lose two. of the foremost members of its 
teaching staff to eastern institutions. 

Charles Zueblin, professor of sociology, 
lecturer; and. according to some of his 


j friends, the most spectachlar man on the 


faculty,”’ is one of those who are planning to 
leave the university. Prof. Zueblin’s resig- 
nation is in the hands of the trustees, but has 
not yet been acted upon. He intends, it is 
said, to ally himself with an educational in- 
stitution in Beston. 


Frank Frost Abbott, professor of Latin, | pose 


hae resigned his chair to become professor 
in the same department at Princeton uni- 
versity. Prof. Abbott will remain at the 
Chicago institution during the present school 
year, beginning his duties at Princeton in the 
fall. 


Rumors Heard Several 1 Days. 

Rumors that Prof. Zueblin is planning 
to leave the institution where he has made 
a national reputation have been about the 
campus for several days. Dr. T. W. Good- 
speed, registrar of the university, sald last 
evening that he knew nothing of Prof, Zueb- 
Un'e resignation or plans. Other members 
of the faculty admitted, however, that they 
had heard the report that he was “ going to 
Boston, and from an authoritative source 
jt was learned that Prof. Zueblin has signi- 
fied to the trustees his desire to leave Chi- 


cago. 
President Judson and Prof. Zueblin himself 


are out of the city and could not be located 


to discuss the report. 

Just what is the occasion of Prof. Zueblin's 
leaving and what is the institution to which 
he is going still are matters of conjecture. 
Several members of the faculty believe that 
he is going to Harvard university, but this is 
denied positively by those who are in a posi- 
tion to know. 

Guessing as to Reason. 

Whether or not Prof. Zueblin's sometimes 
startling success as a public speaker has 
anything to do with the change is equally 
a topic for guesswork among friends of the 
university. The educator has attracted far 
more than the average amount of public at- 
tention through the originality ef his plans 
for social reform and his criticism of existing 


institutions, but it is not known that this is 


resented by the faculty and trustees gen- 
erally.

Council Passes Ordinance for 
Sale, Use, and Confisca- — 
tion of Weapons. 


DEALERS TO GIVE BONDS. 


Regulation jn Effect as Soon as 
Published and Signed by 
the Mayor. 


Only persons duly authorized ard regis- 
tered by the police may purchase and own 
firearms or other deadly weapons in Chi- 
cago in the future. 
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The city council last 


evening passed three ordinances regulating | 
the sale, use, and confiscation of weapons. 


This was the anewer of the law making 
branch of the city administration to recent 
outbreaks of violence in thecommunity. The 
ordinances make it difficult for an itrresponsi- 
dle individual to get the means of committing 
murder and give the police broad authority 
to enforce the regulations.

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The new regulations will become effective 


as soon as approved by the mayor and pub- 


lished.

The ordinances were passed by a viva voce 
vote without opposition save for their char- 
acterization by Ald.

2255 Provisions of the Law. 

The orGinances as passed provide: 

It is unlawful for a person to purchase, own, 
or borrow a deadly weapon without a license. 

The mayor is authorized to issue licenses to 
persons of good character and reputation. 

An applicant for a license is required to give 
his name, residente, occupation, and kind of 
weapon owned, also where purchased and for 
what purpose. 

A person 8 licensed may sell or loan his 
weapon only to another licensed person and shall 
within twenty-four hours report all details of the 
transaction to the superintendent of police. 

An owners license may be revoked by the 
mayor whenever satisfied the regulations have 
been violated. 

In case an owner becomes a person of bad rep- 
utation or is indicted or convicted of a crime the 
mayor is directed te revoke his license and not 
to restore it inside of two years. 

It is unlewful to sell, loan, or give away 


weapons to minors. 


In addition to the revocation of license the 
violation of any regulation is punishable by a 
fine not to exceed $200 for each offense, and 
every day of viclation constitutes a separate 
offense. 

Dealers are required to satisfy the mayor of 
their good reputation and obtain a license to 
sell firearms on payment of an annual fee of 
$5 and filing an acceptable $1,000 bond. 

Dealers are required te abide by all the regula- 
tions imposed on owners of weapons and to keep 
a register of purchasers and the description of 
weapons. : “ead . * 

Upon « report from the police department 
that a dealer is a disreputable person, or has 
violated the regulations, the mayor is directed 
to revoke his license. Upon complaint to the 
same effect by two or more persons the mayor 
is directed to investigate and revoke the license 
if the charges are substantiated. Wo license 
may be restored within two years. 

All sales with the required details shall be re- 
ported to the police within twenty-four hours 
thereafter. 

In addition to the revocation of license deal- 
ers violating the ordinance may be punished by 
a fine of from $50 to $200 for each offense. 

The custodian of stolen property is directed 
to confiscate all deadly weapons seized by the 
police and within six months from their re- 
ceipt drop them into Lake Michigan at a point 
five miles from the shore line, 


Explains Confiscation Ordinance. 


Aid. Dever, chairman of the judiciary 
committee, explained the confiscation ordi- 
nance, which passed without a murmur of 
dissent in the omnibus. Then he took up 
the two ordinances for regulating the owner- 
ship and sale of weapons. Ald. Foreman, 
who is a colonel of the citizen cavalry, ob- 
jected that members of the national guard 
were not exempted along with sheriffs, and 
he was allowed to amend the ordinance to 
remove the defect. 

“I don’t want you to legislate the militia 
out of their functions,” he said. 

“This ordinance authorizes a person to 
own a weapon but not to carry one,” ob- 
jected Ald. Kunz. 

We have no authority, under the state 
law.“ replied Ald. Dever, to authorize the 
carrying of concealed weapons. But under 
the police powers we can regulate the use 
of weapons. The whole object of these ordi- 
nances is to make it difficult’ for rowdies, 
thieves, and holdup men to run into a pawn- 
shop on the spur of the moment and get the 
means of killing a citizen. 


Dever Answers Objections. 


“I know that the valid objection has beea 
raised that there is nothing to prevent a mau 
from going outside of the city to get his 
weapon and then come back and use it. 
Unfortunately that is true. But if this posi- 
tion is to be taken In every city there never 
will be any remedial legislation along this 
line. 

But the objection is not as important as 
it locks. These ordinances are going to 
throw a safeguard about the Hves of res) - 
dents of Chicago und place in the hands tf 
the police a great power to prevent violence. 
Most of the violent deeds of the day are nut 
committed by seasoned. criminals but by 
boys whe fall into bad company and ac’ 
while under temporary evil influences. We 
have had many instances of a boy who falls 
in with an evil man, becomes inflamed with 
his talk, rune to a Pawnshop and gets a re- 
volver, and shortly afterward holds up ana 
kills a citizen or a police officer. These or- 
dinances will curtail that sort of crime.”’ 

Any good citizen readily will permit any 
police officer to search him for a weapon 
and to inquire into his right to own one,“ 
sept.

Refusal to Admit Paterson Sheet 
to the Mails His Work. 


CONGRESS’ AID IS 


SOUGHT. 


Peril to America Will Be Made Subject 
of Message.

Paterson, N. J., March 28.—[ Special. 
Mayor Andrew McBride today received a 
letter from President Roosevelt showing the 
president was directly responsible for the 
temporary order issued by Postmaster Gen- 
eral von Meyer excluding the anarchistic 
weekly, La Questione Sociale, from the Unit- 
ed States mails. The postoffice inspectors 
finished their examination of the files and 
records of the publication this afternoon and 
will submit a report to the postmaster gen- 
eral. This report will be used in the hearing 
to be granted the publishers of La Questione 
Sociale by the postoffice department in 
Washington on Wednesday next, when the 
temporary order will be either dismissed or 
made permanent. 


Mayor Asks for Aid. 

President Roosevelt's letter was in reply to 
a communication sent by Mayor McBride. 
He called the president's attention to the in- 
cendiary articles in La Questione Soctale 
In reply McBride received the following: 

The White House, Washington, D. C., March 20, 
1908. 

My Dear Mayor: 

By “rection of the president, I beg to acknow!l- 
edge the receipt of your letter of the 19th inst. 
and the clippings, and to send to you for your in- 
formation the inclosed copy of a communication 
he has written to the department of justice con- 
cerning the publication in question. Truly yours, 

WILLIAM LOEB JR. 

To the department of justice: 

By my direction the postmaster general is to 
exclude La Questione Sociale of Paterson, N. J., 
from the mails, and it is not to be admitted to the 
mails unless by order of the court, or unless you 
advise me it must be admitted. Please see if it is 
not possible to prosecute criminally under any 
) section of the law that is available the men that 
are interested in sending out this anarchistic and 
murderous publication. They are, of course, ene- 
mies of mankind, and every effort should be made 
„to bold them accountable for an offense far more 
infamous than that of any ordinary murder. 


Will Ask Congress to Act. 

After you have concluded your investigation I 
wish a report from you to serve as the basis for 
recommendations by me for action by congress. 

Under section 3,893 of the revised statutes lewd, 
obscene, and lascivious books and letters, publica- 
tions for indecent and immoral uses, or of in- 
decent or immoral nature and postal cards on 
which indecent and scurrilous epithets are writ- 
ten or printed, all are excluded from the maile, 
provision being made for a fihe and imprisonment 
of those guilty. 

The newspaper article in question advocates 
murder by dynamite, It specifically advocates 
the murder of enlisted men of the United States 
army, officers of the police force, and the barning 
of the houses of private citizens. Preaching of 
murder and arson certainly is as immoral ae the 
circulation of obscene and lascivious literature, and 
if the practice is not already forbidden by law it 
should be forbidden. 


Same Level as Poison Sender. 

The immigration law now prohibits the entrance 
into the United States of any person who enter 
tains or advocates the views expressed in this 
newspaper articie. It is, of course, inexcusable 
to permit those already here to promulgate such 
views. 

Those who write, publish, and circulate such 
articles stand on the level of those who use the 
mails to distribute poisons for the purpose of 
murder, and convictions have been obtained when 
the mails have been used for the distribution of 
poisons. No law should require the postmaster 
general to become an accessory to murder by c. 
culating literature of this kind.

Coroner’s Jury to Hear Testi- 
mony Regarding Slain Russian 


PROMISE OF FULL INQUIRY. 


| Police Say Evidence Will Prove Kill- 


ing Was Justifiable. 


Details of the shooting of Lazarus Aver- 
buch by Chief of Police Shippy and his 
driver, James Foley, in the battle in the 
Shippy residence three weeks ago will be 
brought out today at the inquest over the 
body of the young Russian. 

Coroner Peter M. Hoffman will conduct 
the inquest in person in a room on the fifth 
floor of the county building. He will examine 
all the witnesses, putting to them all ques- 
tions which are suggested to him by those 
anxious to show that Averbuch was killed 
unjustly. The coroner expects to wind the 
inquest up by night. 

‘Olga Averbuch, sister of the dead man, 
will appear es a witness. Her lawyer, Har- 
old L. Ickes, said she wae in an extremely 
nervous condition as a result of the excite- 
ment and sorrow she has gone through, but 
that she would be kept in a4 private room and 
placed on the stand when the coroner called 
her, 

The police under the direction of Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler have worked up a 
case which appears on the surface impreg- 
nable. 

They will produce the man who sold the re- 
volver and dirk knife to Averbuch the Satur- 
day afternoon before he went to the chief's 
residence. They will) produce Averbuch’s 
fellow workers to show that he asked for the 
address of the chief and wrote it down before 
he went out to buy the weapons. At that 
time Averbuch refused to say what he want- 
ed to know the chief's address for. The 
police will bring Averbuch’s friends to prove 
that the boy was discontented with life and 
that in his thinking he was a philosophical 
anarchist. Averbuch’s library of socialistic 
and anarchistic literature will be produced.

Mr. Stevens was struck twice, one bullet 
penetrating his right lung and the second the 
groin. A third bullet struck a companion of 
the shooter, I. W. Chang. 


Mob Follows the Shooter. 

The would be assassin then turned and 
started to run away, pursued by a mob of 
500 persons. After a long chase he was cap- 
tured by H. Sexton, a deputy in the assea- 
sor’s office. He was hustied off to the city 
jall by the police. 

Mr. Stevens and the wounded Corean were 
taken to the Central hospital, where the bul- 
lets were removed from their bodies. The 
physicians declared Mr. Stevens would re- 
cover unless some unexpected complications 
developed. 

As soon as he was removed from the oper- 
ating table Mr. Stevens told of the circum- 
stances leading up to the shooting. He said 
the four youths called upon him last night 
and asked him if he had given out an inter- 
view, recently published, in which he upheld 
the 7 apanese program in Corea. Mr. Stevens 
replied in the affirmative, and Earl Lee, 
who acted as spokesman, asked him if the 
Japanese were not killing off the natives. 
Stevens said no. 


Defends Himself with Chair. 

Then the attack began. Stevens was 
knocked down and beaten with chairs. His 
head struck the marble flooring, but he 
quickly rose and, seizing a chair, placed his 
back against the wall and held his assail- 
ants at bay until help arrived. 

The Coreans then departed, but were at 
the station when Stevens approached today. 
Of the second encounter Mr. Stevens says: 

“Ae 1 stepped out of the omnibus several 
Coreans approached me. One of them struck 
me in the face, lacerating my cheek. As I 
started to pursue him another Corean began 
to shoot at me. The firet shot missed me 
and struck the Corean I was pursuing. The 
next two shots took effect in my back.“ 

Lee, who speaks English fluently, said he 
and his three companions had been appointed 
by the local Corean societies to wait on Mr. 
Stevens and try to pursuade him to change 
his methods of government in the Hermit 
empire. They accuse him of double dealing. 

That is.“ said Lee, he is talking falseiy 
about us and the Japanese. in reality he is 
in the service of Japan. Since the Japanese 
began to ‘ protect’ Corea thousands of my 
countrymem have been killed. : 
Stevens came to the United States to spy 
ali over the country for the Japanese army.“ 


Story of Stevens’ Rise. 


Stevens, a Washington lawyer, gained his 
title of foreign adviser to the emperor 
of Corea through the good offices of the 
Japanese mikado, just at the close of the 
Russo-Japanese war. Mr. Stevens at that 
time was counselor of the Japanese legation 
at Washington. 

With Corea lying unopened and undevel- 
oped between Japan and the territory her 
recent foe, the mikado determined it would be 
the spot on which to erect a barrier to stop 
the encroachments of the czZar’s forces. He 
then looked about for the one person to 
whom he could intrust the duty of develop- 
ing and strengthening the farcical govern- 
ment of the Hermit kingdom. 

Stevens was the one selected. He had 
gained his first experience with the ozienta! 
diplomacy when attached to the American 
legation in Tokio under President Grant's 
administration, anc had served Japan both 
in Washington ‘and in the foreign offices, as 
weil as being a member of the commission 
which revised Japan's treaties with the out- 
side world. 

On taking up his new duties at Seoul, Mr. 
Stevens soon had the native rulers under 
his power. His will was law in the kingdom 
and his work in furthering the interests of 
his adopted fatherland won the approval of 
the mikado. It was his work that first 
opened the kingdom to the commerce of 
Japan, and that of the other nations.

March 23,—A dispatch to the 
Globe from Rome says it is understood there 
the wedding of the duke of the Abruzzi and 
Miss Katherine Elkins at Washington will be 
followed by a full state ceremony in the pres- 
ence of the king and royal family of Italy 
and ministers of the quirinal, when the presi- 
dents of the senate and council, as officers of 


the state and crown respectively, will tran- 


scribe the act o fthe marriage on the register 
of the roya! household. 

Senator Elkins will be invested with the 
collar of the Annonclade, which is worn by 
all the adult relatives of the king. 

The Globe correspondent adda that there 
has been an exchange of cordial telegrams 
between the king and President Roosevelt,. 
and that King Victor Emmanuel has in- 
vited Senator Elkins and his family to visit 
Rome. 

Another dispatch from Rome says that the 
Rev. Fathers Patrick Walsh and Aiphonse 
Arcez of Brooklyn had a long interview with 
the pope yesterday about the marriage. It 
also is stated that a private mission is on the 
way to New York from the pope, who is 
anxious for the conversion of Miss Elkins to 
Catholicism. 

Rome Talks of Plaus. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, March 23.— Many errors are being 
made in the newspapers in discussing the 
affairs of the duke of the Abruzzi and Mise 
Bikins, such as that the duke intends to re- 
nounce his rights to the Italian throne upon 
marrying Miss Elkins. Italian princes do 
not need to make such declarations. Queens 


and princesses, as such, are not recognized | 


by the laws of Italy. The queen, from the 
law’s point of view, simply is the wife of the 
king, and princesses are the wives of princes. 
Princes of high rank in the army or navy do 
not receive any salary. It is thought that 
should the duke of the Abruzzi be promoted 
to the rank of rear admiral the post would 
be honorary. 


HISTORY OF OLD ORDER. 


The Order of the Knights of the An 
tion in Savoy, known originally as the 
of the Neck Chain or Collar, was instituted 
in 1360 by Amadeus VI., duke of Savoy. 

In 1720 it was raised by Victor Amadeus to 
the first order of the kingdom of Savoy. The 
king is the grand master. 

The knights must be of high rank and be- 
fore being taken into the order must have 
been admitted to the orders of St. Mauritius 
and St. Lazarus. 

There is but one clase in the membership. 
The decoration is a gold medal, on which is 
represented the annunciation, surrounded by 
love knots. 

It is usually worn suspended by a simple 
gold chain, but the proper collar is composed 
alternately of love knots and roses. On the 
roses are engraved the letters F. E. R. T., 
which by some is interpreted to stand for 
Fortitudo ejus Rhodum tenuit,”’ in allusion 
to the defense of Rhodes by Amadeus V. 
Others hold the letters to stand for ‘‘Frappés, 
entrées, rompes tout.“ : 

The chancellor of the order is always a 
bishop or archbishop, the secretary is usually 
the minister for foreign affaire of Italy, and 
the office of the almoner usually is held by 
the king’s first almoner.

COUNTESS HELD AS A THIRE 


Dashing Woman Is Accused of 
Many Burglaries. 


RIVIERA TOURISTS ROBBED. 


Police Puzzled for Years Finally Nab 
Vietim Waiting for Prey. 


PARIS, March 28.—A series of mysterious 
hotel robberies on the Riviera, extending 
over many years, has been explained in the 
arrest of the beautiful, dashing, but masque- 
rading countess of Monteil. 

For years the-countess of Montell has en- 
tertained lavishly both at Parie and the 
Riviera. Her wealth and jewele have drawn 
comment and admiration from far and near. 
Now she is declared one of the most in- 
genious, successful, and audacious hotel 
thieves that has ever troubled the hotel pro- 
prietors of France. 

Her arrest at Nice reveale her not as the 
captivating, brilliant countess, but as a 
thoroughly up to date burglar, carrying con- 
cealed in her bewitching garments an array 
of burglar’s implements of intricate work- 
manship, which opened to her any botel room 
on the Riviera which she knew to contain 
the coveted wealth of money and valuables. 


Robberies Baffle Police. 


Wherever the countess stopped, there al- 
ways mysterious robberies baffied the po- 
lice, Valuables disappeared from the rooms 
of rich Americans im most puzzling manner, 
for the doors were all found locked and the 
windows fastened. Gradually but vaguely 
the faintest haze of suspicion began to be 
directed towards the countess of Monteil. 

The agents of the department of French 
surety investigated quietly the history of the 
countess. They found that she had been born 
of a respectable French famfly and that her 
maiden name was Amelia Condemine. She 
married a man named Portal and came to live 
in Paris. Afterwards they separated and 
Mrs. Portal went to the United States. Two 
years later she returned to France as the 
countess of Montell. For several years she 
held brilliant sway in society. She visited the 
leading watering places on the continent, but 
— the winter resorts in southern

France. 


Arrested with Burglar Outfit. 

It was several years ago that the first 
thoughts of police suspicion drifted towards 
the countess and her sensational arrest at 
Nice at one of the famous hotels is the culmi- 
nation of long watchfulness by the French 
detective service. Her undoing came in a 
moment of overeagerness to rob. Waiting 
detectives found her enveloped in a long and 
beautiful cloak, bending over the door of the 
room of a wealthy American tourist. 

When the woman was searched the police 
found hidden in special pockets of her clothes 
pinchers, files, skeleton keys, screw drivers,

Arrest of Frenchman Ends Ca- 
reer of High Financing. 


OWNER OF MANY BANKS. 


Mines, Railroads, and Papers Secured 
with Capital of $1,000.

PARIS, March 23.—The arrest of Henri 
Rochette on the charge that he hae stolen 
$12,000,000 through the medium of various 
fraudulent enterprises has uncovered a 
strange tale of high finance. 

Rochette was at one time a waiter in a rail- 
way restaurant in an obscure town. He in- 
herited $1,000 from an aunt and with this 
he apprenticed himself to a bank and learned 
all about the banking business. 

Then he entered the office of a promoter, 
and five years later he raised enough capita! 
to start a mining bank, which rapidly be- 
came known throughout France asthe Credit 
Minier. Within two years he employed four 
hundred clerks in Paris and had sixty-seven 
branches of hig concern in the provinces. 


Becomes a Financial Wizard. 


From that time Rochette became à sort 
of financial wizard. He floated company 
after company, dealing in coal, copper, silver, 
and gold mines in South America, lands and 
railways. Hie other bank, La Banque 
Franco-Espagnole, employed 800 clerks. Be- 
sides this he owned two newspapers, which 
he used to aid his stock deals. 

An instance of the confidence the people 
had in the financial bubbies which Rochette 
blew is shown in the career of the Hella Gas 
Mantle company, which he launched. some 
months ago. The shares isued at $25. They 
immediately soared to §28 before the factory 
was finished and eventually they went to $50. 

When the news of the arrest came to the 
bourse today the stocks in his companies 
slumped heavily. Many bankers and outside 
brokers speculated wildly in Rochette’s un- 
dertakings, and they probably will be in- 
volved in some cases. 


Senator May Be Involved. 

The affair rs likely to develop into a 
big scandal. It is stated that several promi- 
nent politicians are involved in the dealings 
of Rochette, who threatened the examining 
magistrate with the name of an influential 
sénator. 

The investors of Rochette’s banks are most- 
ly working people. Angry crowds of these 
hurried to the banks, leaving their work, 
thie evening and howled for their money. 
They found the banks guarded by policemen. 
Men and women clamored wildly and shout- 
ed loudly: “ Give us our money.” 

They tried to rush the doors, hoping to 
recover something. The police tried to per- 
suade them to leave, but they would not and 
it became necessary to use some force to 
protect the premises.

NORMAL CONDITION SOON. 


Commissioner 
Lane, Indicate Improvement 
in Industrial Situation.

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[{Special.}— 
Reports made by the great railway system to 
the interstate commerce commission, show 
improvement in the railroad and industrial 
situation. 

loner Franklin K. Lane in a state- 
ment today saye the October panic was not 
60 serious as generally supposed. The re- 
ports to the commission, he says, show that 
eastern lines suffered most from the financial 
depression. He says some of the eastern 
roads were embarrassed by a falling off of 
revenues and inability to obtain ready cash 
with which to carry oh improvements which 
they had begun, but despite the panic the net 
income of thirteen railway systems, from 
which reports have been received, show an 
increase of $14,000,000 in net income in 1907, 
as compared with 1906. 


Soon Will Be Normal. 

The figures available to the interstate com- 
merce commission indicate that the general 
condition soon will be normal or better. 

“From the figures available to the com- 
mission,“ said Commissioner Lane, it does 
not appear that, taking the country as a 
whole, the revenues of the railroads have 
fallen off to the extent that generally is be- 
Heved. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion now calls upon the carriers for monthly 
reports of their revenues and operating ex- 
penees. Such reports began with the month 
of July last, and I have the figures compiled 
by Prof. Henry C. Adams, our statistician, as 
to a number of systems which may be taken 
as representative of the railroad systems of 
the entire country. 

Systems Used as Basis. 

These systems are 

“New York, New Haven and Hartford. 

“New York Central. 


Baltimore and Ohio. 
“Pennsylvania, east and west of Pitts- 


re. 

“ Southern railway. 

“ Louisville and Nashville.

During the three months of July, Au- 
gust, and September the total operating rev- 
enues of these roads amounted to $399,000,- 
000; for the panic months of October, No- 
vember, amd December the total revenue 
was $376,000,000. The freight revenues of 
the systems named were for the first quar- 
ter, $264,000,000, and for the second quar- 
ter, 56259000000. The freight revenues for 
November were larger than those for July 
or September. 

“ These systems during the last six months 
of 1907 received from passenger and freight 
revenues a grand total of $775,000,000, which 
is $54,000,000 more than they received for the 
same period in the preceding year 1906, and 
their net Income fro moperation in 1907 was 
$14,000,000 more than in 1906. 


Western Roads Least Affected. 


“A study of these figures shows that the 
panic, so far as it affected the railroads, ex- 
tended but slightly beyond Chicago towards 
the west. 

Beginning with the Great Northern and 
eoming down the to the Mexican 
border, thus including the Northern Pacific, 
the Southern Pacific, and the Santa Fé sys- 
tems, each one increased its total operating 
revenues in the last half of 1907 over those 


revenues for the last half of 1906. The net 


income from operation in each of these lines 
was: Santa Fé, $13.000,000; Northern Pacific, 
$18,000,000; Great Northern, $13.000,000; and 
Southern Pacific, $41,000,000, for 


months. 
East of the Rockies. 


“ Coming this side of the Rocky mountains, 
we see that the Rock Island, notwithstanding 
the state legislation to which it has been sub- 
jected, increased its revenues during the last 


_ half of 1907 over those of 1906 by over .- 


000,000. The whole of its net income from 
operation, $17,000,000, was over a million dol- 
lars less than for the corresponding six 


* ee months of 1906. The Chicago, Milwaukee 


and St. Paul shows a decrease of approxi- 
mately $200.000 in operating revenues, and 
the Northwestern. system an increase of 
About the same amount, although the Mil- 
waukee's net income was larger in 1907 than 
in 1906. 

“The New York Central, the Baltimore 
ard Ohio, and the Pennsylvania lines, both 
east and west of Pittsburg. increased their 
total revenues for the freight and passenger 
traffic in the July-December period of 1907 
over that of 1906. The returns from these 
roads indicate, however, that the panic had 
its center in their territory. 

“The single New England road taken as 
an illustration, the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, shows an increase of over a 
million dollars in gross revenues and a de- 
@rease of about $250,000 in the net. 


Increase on Southern Lines. 


“The two southern roads, the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Southern, increased 
their total revenues from traffic, their total 
Operating expenses, and also their net income 
from operation, over the corresponding half 
year of- 1906. 

“Although the returns to the commission 
Yor January have not yet been tabulated, it is 

robable that they will show that conditions 

ave been worse than in December; but this 
je also to be borne in mind, that the month of 
January is generally the slackest month dur- 
ing the year, and February is also poor. 

“There can be no question that within 
the last three weeks there has been a strong 
upward tendency in freight revenues. Rail- 
road men generally are more optimistic than 
they have been since the Knickerbocker 
Trust company closed its doors.

CAROLINA LOSES RAIL FIGHT 


Supreme Court Doeidef Case 
Which ‘Caused Clash. 


ROCK PILE TERM INVALID. 


Ticket Agent Who Obeyed Southern 
Railway Ordered Released. 


Washington. D. C. March 23.—(Special.)— 
The Southern railway today won its fight 
against the 2% cent a mile passenger rate 
law of North Carolina when the Supreme 
court handed down its decision in the 
Wood case. 

The case was that of Sheriff Munter of 
Buncombe county, N. C., versus Agent Wood 
of the Southern railway. It attracted great 
attention last summer, and wae for a time 
the cause of a sharp conflict between the 
courts of the United States and those of 
North Carolina. 

Wood was indicted, found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to serve a term of thirty days on the 
rock pile at Asheville on the charge of selling 
rallroad tickets for more than the maximum 
rate established by the statute. 


Case Caused Court Clash. 

He immediately appealed to Judge Pritch- 
ard, sitting in the United States Circuit 
court for the western district of North Caro- 
lina, and the latter promptly issued a writ 
of habeas corpus ordering Wood's release 
by Sheriff Hunter. 

This action of the court was the culmina- 
tion of several important steps in the contro- 
versy, beginning with the issuance of in- 
junctions by Judge Pritchard against the 
state officials prohibiting the carrying of the 
rate law into effect. 

This proceeding was followed by an ad- 
dress by Gov. Glenn to the Superior courts of 
the state questioning Pritchard’s authority 
and asking them to see that indictments were 
found against the agents of the raflroad com- 
pany. 


Railway Is Sustained. 


The Supreme court, in handing down its 
decision in the Wood case, reviewed it in con- 
nection with the Minnesota rate case, and 
sustained the railway company in upholding 
the action of Judge Pritchard in ordering 
Wood freed.

Washington, D. C., March 28.— [Special. 
Representative Mann of Chicago and Repre- 


sentative Sulser of New York engaged in an 


angry debate on the floor of the house today, 
Mr. Mann charged that Mr. Sulzer had put 
in the congrespional record what purported 
to bea speech delivered by him last Saturday, 
but which he said was not the one delivered. 
It all had to do with Mr. Sulser's claim that 
he and not Mr. Mann was the author of the 
legislation which brought the department of 
commerce and labor into being. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Mann to ex- 
punge the printed speech from the record was 
adopted by a strict party vote, but not until 
after the house had been treated to a bitter 
denunciation of Mr. Mann by Mr. Sulzer and 
several lively tilts between the latter and 
Speaker Cannon. 

Mr. Sulser characterised Mr. Mann as a 
“ pettifogging lawyer, mean and contempti- 
ble,” for which he was called to order by the 
speaker with the admonition that such lan- 
guage could not be used toward a member. 
Twice afterward in seeking to justify his 
claim of authorship he was interrupted by the 
speaker with a similar warning. 

Anticipating that his speech would be 
ruled out, and with the view of getting it 
back into the record, Mr. Sulzer resorted to 
apiece of strategy by trying to have the 
speech read and later endeavoring to read 
it himself, but the speaker insisted that he 
could only address himself to the resolution 
to expunge.

Road Owners Fight Laws. 

April 18 of the same year the same legis- 
lature passed a freight rate act classifying 
commodities and fixing a schedule of maxi- 
mum rates. Every railroad in the state was 
required to publish this tariff, and every 
officer, director, agent, or employé who vio- 
lated any provisions of the freight rate act, or 
advised, counseled, or assisted any railroad 
to violate its provisions, was made guilty 
of misdemeanor, and upon conviction could 
be punished by imprisonment in a county 
jail for a period not exceeding ninety days. 

This freight law was not to go into effect 
until June 1. This gave the railroads time 
to turn around. On the last day of May suits 
were commenced in the United States Circuit 
court by stockholders, who asked for injunc- 
tions preventing the companies from publish- 
gs. or observing rates and 
tariffs set f both in the passenger and 
in the freight law. 8 

It was alleged in these suits that both the 
passenger and freight tariffs established by 
the state were unjust, unreasonable, and con- 
fiscatory. 

It was also alleged that the penalties pre- 
scribed for the violation of the laws were 
so drastic that no owner or operator ‘of a 
railroad could invoke the jurisdiction of any 
court to test their validity except at the 
risk of the practical confiscation of its prop- 
erty and long terms of imprisonment of fis 
officers, agents, and employés. ‘ 


State Off Ignores Injunction. 

The Circuit rt decided that as the rall- 
roads had already put the passenger tariff 
into operation they had a remedy through 
the ordinary means of testing the law. 

As the freight rates had not gone into 
effect the court issued an injunction re- 
straining the railroad companies from pub- 
lishing any such tariff and also restraining 
the attorney general from taking any step 


vided by the freight rate law. 

The attorney general violated thie injunc- 
tion the day after it was issued by filing a 
petition for a writ of mandamus from the 
state court. 

The state court commanded the Northern 
Pacific railroad to adopt the freight tariff 
specified by law. 

Thereupon the United States Circuit court 
summoned the attorney general before it and 
after he ineisted that it was his duty to act 
as he did adjudged him to be in contempt. 

Attorney General Young thereupon peti- 
tioned out a writ of habeas corpus and 
certiorari and in that way the case came 
before the Supreme court. 


State Laws Held Unjust. 


In deciding the Minnesota case the Su- 
preme court held the freight rate law to be 


claimed. which was thet the excessive pen- 
alty provided for each violation made it im- 
possible to determine whether the rates fixed 
by law were reasonable or not without sub- 
jecting the employés of the railroad to the 
loss of their liberty and severe imprisonment 
sentences. 

The passenger rate law, although not di- 
rectly involved, was similarly declared un- 
constitutional. 

In deciding the question of severity of the 
penalty, Justice Peckham today said: 

“In the case of the establishment of cer- 
tain rates without any hearing, the validity 
of such rates necessarily depends upon 
whether they are high enough to permit at 
least some return upon the investment (how 
much it is not now necessary to state), and 
an inquiry as to that fact is a proper sub- 
ject of judicial investigation. If it turns 
out that rates are too low for that purpose, 
then they are illegal 

Now, to impose upon a party interested 
the burden of obtaining the judicial decision 
of such a question (no prior hearing hav- 
ing ever been given) only upon condition 
that if unsuccessful he must suffer impris- 
onment and pay the fines as provided in 
these acts, is, in effect, to close up all ap- 
proaches to the courts, and thus prevent 
any bearing upon the question whether rates 
as provided by the acts are not too low, and 
therefore invalid. 


Further Injustice Shown. 


„The distinction is obvious between a case 
where the validity of an act depends upon 
the existence of a fact which can be deter- 
mined only after an investigation of a com- 
plicated and technical character and an 
ordinary case ot a statute upon a subject re- 
quiring no such investigation and over which 
the jurisdiction of the legislature is complete 
in any event. 

“We hold, therefore, that the provisions 
of the acta relating to the enforcement of 
rates, either for freight or passengers, by 
imposing such enormous fines and possible 
imprisonment as a result of an unsuccessful 
effort to test the validity of the laws them- 
selves, are unconstitutional on their face,

St. Paul, Minn., March 23.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Young, commenting on the decision 
of the Minnesota rate case by the Supreme 
court, said: 

“It would seem that the decision over- 
turns all former decisions as to the im- 
munity of states from suit, and in effect re- 
peals the eleventh amendment. 

“Tf a state exercising its governmental 
‘powers can be controlled by federal injunc- 
tions sued out by railroad companies, the 
state governments might as well be aban- 
doned and the inferior federal courts be 
placed in charge of all state affairs. 

“As stated by Mr. Justice Harlan in his 
dissenting opinion, if an injunction can be 
upheld in this case, it can also be used to 
prevent grand juries from finding indict- 
ments against persone who violate any

on a plain 
Andes, with its low lying houses, all made 
of mud plastered upon bamboo reeds, with 


for in Lima it never rains; to Lima. the one 
city in the western hemisphere which has 


of the middle ages and is rich in traditions 
of the past. 

There in this city of 150,000 people, with its 
well paved streets, its bustling activities, its 
fine climate (the temperature never goes 
above 80 degrees, although the city is only 
12 degrees from the equator) and attractive 
people, the Americans found plastered on 
every building in town a paper reproduction 
of the American flag with the words printed 
on it: 
Weleome to the American fleet!“ 

Peru's flag was posted by its side frequent- 
ly. The government had done it. You see, 
every person in town couldn't come up to 
vou and tell you that he or she was glad 
to see you. He or she was, but it had to be 
told in some other way, and so these placards 
voiced the feeling of the people. If any- 
thing else were needed to complete the greet- 
ing it was supplied when the Diario, the lead- 
ing newspaper of Lima, came out with half- 
tone reproductions of ships, officers, and the 
Annapolis academy, a page of news in Eng- 
lish from the United States, and a formal 
welcome to the fleet. 

$9,000,000 Cathedral Visited. 

Then began the exploration of Lima. Stand- 
ing on one side of the beautiful Plaza de 
Armas is the great ckthedral, which was 
started in 1540 and which cost $9,000,000, de- 
spite the fact that its walls are of mud and, 
as one writer has said, could be run through 
with a fence rall in almost any place. 

It was the inside decoration which cost so 
much, for it has rare wood carvings, and once 
was fairly plastered with gold and silver 
stolen by Pizarro, the pious old cuthroat,” 
from the Incas. 

You see, Pizarro found Lima in 1585, and, 
although he was known as the Indtan 
butcher,” he began right by establishing a 
cathedral, and there his bones in a mummi- 
fied condition rest. They are kept in a glass 
case and are in a crypt. > 

An attendant takes you to the coffin, lights 
a candle for you to read the inscription on the 
case, and to peer in and you get a first rate 
look at a mummy. 

Pizarro undoubtedly knew his business 
well He gathered in the millions upon 
millions that the Incas had saved up for a 
rainy day.

Terraces of the Incas. 


The highest place on the line is Galera tun- 
nel, under Mount Meiggs. It is 15,665 feet 
high. The distance is 106 miles from Callao. 
There is not an inch of down grade in the 
climb. There are no less than fifty-seven 
tunnels. Bridges over chasms and foaming 
cascades and the River Rimac, whose course 
the road follows, are numbered by the score. 
For forty-seven miles it is a steady climb 
beside the Rimac torrent in a desolate coun- 
try, with the mountains red and bare. There 
is no rainfall in that district. : 

Them you come to where the river is 
em med in by mountain gorges, and you have 
to climb by means of switchbacks. Up you 
go, tilting this way and that, beyond two 
layers of clouds. 

The sides of the mountains become green. 
Tou are now in the land of the ancient Incas. 

Abandoned terraces that lose themselves 
in the clouds flank scores of mountain sides. 
The Incas raised their products there by some 
system of irrigation. 

Fine specimens of trees appear, fruit 
orchards with chirimoyas, palta, nispero and 
pecay, and willow and pepper trees in abun- 
dance. The flowers begin to greet you, the 
heliotrope, sdélonaceas, spurge, and cacti all 
around. Back and forth you seesaw, with 
massive, towering mountains above you and 
several lines of tracks far below you. Now 
and then you come upon a little town thou- 
sands of feet in the air. 

Deadly Territory Invaded. 

Then you reach à place where a smelter 
sends its blasts up in the skies, and you begin 
to see what supports this road. A footpath 
or trail climbs the ravines, and you see scores 
of llamas bearing their burdens anddriven by 
the native Indians. ; 

A hundred cascades, some of them with the 
beauty of Yosemite's bridal veil, leap with 
their Spray down the sheer cliffs.

CALUMET SEWAGE. 

The courts are to determine whether 
the sanitary district hes a right under 
existing laws to divert the course of the 
Calumet river and tend the sewage now 
emptied into it down the drainage chan- 
nel. As it le an anticable euit and neither 
eide has any wish to delay its progress, it 
should not take an unreasottable time to 
reach a decision. Until then the Calumet 
sewage will flow into the lake in increas 
ing quantities and the sanitary district 
trustees will be unable to adopt a plan 
to remedy a growing evil. 

It the decision shall be in favor of the 
district, they probably will proceed bo cut 
a channel from the Calumet to the main’ 
drainage channel. Up to a year or. 80 ago 
it was generally assumed that that was 
what would be done ultimately for the 
d of the sewage of the Calumet 
country. If the decision should be ad- 
verse to the district, it could appeal to 
congress for favorable legislation, but 
there would be opposition. It would be 
argued in congress, ag it has been argued 
out of congress, that the navigability of 
the lower lakes would be impaired if Chi- 
cago were to be allowed to draw more 
water from Lake Michigan.

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It I recall these facts here, it is in con- 
nection with the anti-betting legislation now 
engaging the attention of the governor, of 
the assembly, and of the senate of the state 
of New York at Albany. 

The object of the measures is commendable. 
But if experience in England goes for any- 
thing, it shows that no matter what laws on 
the subject ere enacted, it is just as impos- 
sible to put a stop to race track betting as 
it Is to prevent men and women from play- 
ing fer monetary „ BO matter how 
great or small, at cards. 

The disposition to wager something—that is 
to say, to gambie—is an almost universal 
human trait, particularly strongly developed 
in the English speaking races. 

It is hopeless to attempt to eradicate it 
by means of legisiation. 

The only politic thing to do in the matter is 
to endeavor to regulate the betting. This 
the English Jockey club has always en- 
deavored to do. If it licenges bookmakers it 
is with the object of keeping them under 
control and of maintaining among them such 
@ standard of honesty t all their busi- 
ness is done on the nod.“ 

For money never passes between the regu- 
larly licensed bookmakers in the ring and 
he betters, losses and winnings being set- 
led every Monday morning at Tattersall's, in 
London. 

If any bookmaker feils to then pay, he for- 
feits his license, while a better who does 
not make good the amount of his lost bets 
is posted as @ detaulter, which is equivalent 
to exclusion from every reputable rac 
course at home and abroad, eventual! ex- 
pulsion from clubs, and social ostraciem.

Some of the leading members of the Jock- 
ey club, owners of the most famous racing 
stables, and principal pillare of the Eng- 
lish turf, such as, for instance, the duke of 
Portland. Lor@Ellesmere, Lord Rendlesham, 
like the late Lord Portsmouth, the late Lord 
Bradford, and the late duke of Westminster, 
have made it a practice to never bet, and 
prohibit betting among the people employed 
by them in connection with their various 
stables under penalty of dismissal, taking 
the ground that betting tends to degrade 
and demoralise into a mere business specu- 
lation what they, regard as the noblest form 
of sport. 

Indeed, I remember to have seen some- 
where a letter written to the Times by that 
grand old sportsman, Admiral Rous, per- 
haps the most influentia) figure on the Brit- 
ish turf and Jeckey club member of the 
nineteenth century, in which, protesting 
against the hugé winnings of a fellow rac- 
ing man on his Derby winner, he proposed 
that any person winning more than $100,000 
on ene race should forfeit his winnings, and 
that any member-of the Jockey club who 
won more than twice that amount on à race 
should be expelled from the club. 

The proposal was never carried into ef- 
fect, but it represented the sentiment of the 
club with regard to betting.

While thus clearly showing its disapproval! 
of betting, the English Jockey club, with 
the king at its head, realizing the hopeless- 
ness of stopping it altogether, seeks to regu- 
late what is, after ail, an accepted practice 
and institution in English speaking coun-

Mme, Cosima Wagner, who recently cele- 
brated her 70th birthday, is lying danger- 
ously ill at her villa at Santa Margarita, in 
northern Italy, is not expected to recover, 
and may have breathed her last ere this let- 
ter appears in print. 

The uncrowned queen of that mecca of 
music known as Baireuth, and widow of 
the famous composer, was born on the shores 
of Lake Como, as the illegitimate daughter 
of Liszt (who was not at that time an 
abbé), and of the brilliant and gifted 
Comtesse d’Agoult, née de Filorigny, who 
had eloped with him from her husband in 
Paris, 

The countess obtained some fame as a 
novelist under the pseudonym of Daniel 
Stern,“ and later on in life, after having 
been Abandoned by Liszt for other en- 
chantresses, became the foster mother of 
the woman now known in French politics 
and literature as Mme. Adam, foundress of 
the Nouvelle Revue. 

Cosima was not the only child which the 
Comtesse d'Agoult, bore to the Abbé Lisst. 

There was another daughter, who became 
the wife of Emile Olivier, prime minister 
of Napoleon III. at the outbreak of the 
Franco-German war of 1870. 

It is needless to relate here how Cosima 
after marrying the celebrated pianist and 
composer, Hans von Bülow, fell in love 
with his best friend, Richard Wagner. 

Bülow, desiring her happiness, and that of 
Wagner, brought about an annulment of his 
union 80 as to enable her to marry Wag- 
ner, and, like Ruskin in the almost identical 
ease with the late Sir John and Lady Mil- 
jais, remained their intimate friend, and a 
frequent guest at their house. 

Cosima Wegner presented Wagner with 
three children—namely: Siegfried and two

Vice Nurtured by Officers, 

Women are compelled by the state to 
taxes as well as the men, which means that 
they, too, are forced to labor. It is asserted 
that this is not necessarily bad, as the women 
are accustomed to work. 

But the position of women, already fow 
in the Congo, has received no ettention in 
the legislation of the country, and the policy 
of the state has been to lower it vastly more. 

Only about a dozen of the officers of the 
tate have their wives with them. 
white man has hies manegere.” 

The biack personnel of the post imitate the 
example of their masters, with the result 
that there ie now a large 
females at every station. 

It ig described as pitiful to see the strings 
of poor, naked women coming from the 
villages with great loads of wood, bananas, 
thatching lea ves, Ste., while these gayly 
dressed persons strut about doing nothing. 

At many statiohs the sweeping, planting, 
and other routine work ig done by women 
ostensibly paid; but they get no good from 
thelr contract with the state. 

The imposition of taxes upon both men and 
women is declared not only a hardship but 
an unmitigated evil. The children frequently 
are forced to work, though no law requires 
anything of the kind. 

The state pays for everything when dealing 
with natives in barter goods, principally cot- 
ton, brass, Wire, and aK. 

Natives’ Rights Ignored, 

It is asserted—and this particulagly affects 
the United States—that the state has monop- 
olized transportation upon the rivers, which 
naturally interferes with the trade of all pri- 
vate persons. 

The latter are not allowed to carry their 
own s, even in their own steamers, If 
they do so they are compelled to pay the state 
the same amount as if they had beentearried 
by the state. 

In connection with river transportation 
villages have been established, which are 
required to furnish forty paddlers each. 
The pay of these men admittedly is insum- 
cient, and while they are supposed only to 
work fifteen days a month, ag a matter of 
fact their service is continuous. 

The government is buijding a raijroad and 
the men en in the work gre following 
the usual method of living on country, 

The natives are deprived of acclimatized 
stock, which cannot be replaced by importa- 
tions, and their produce is seized without re- 
gard to payment. ' 


Test Shows Injustice. 

The American consular report gives the re- 
sult of an experiment made by its author, 
Consul James A. Smith. 

“At Yarmbata,"’ Mr. Smith said, the op- 
portunity for which I hed been seeking— 
namely: to prove by a practical test the asser- 
tions of the natives aa to the time necessary 
to gather 3 kilograms of rubber—presented 
itself. 

“It was claimed by all the state agents 
Whom I had questioned upon the subject that 
the tax was not excessive, it being eaally 
possible to gather the amount of the impost 
within the forty hours monthly prescribed by 
the law as the maximum of the time the na- 
tive must labor to fulfill his obligations to the 
state. 

“It was contended that the native idied 
away his time in the forest in search of game; 
that, in substanee, he did not apply himself 
to his task. The ‘ chef de secteur at Yam- 
bata was apparently so certain of this that I 
requested permission to take a number of 
natives into the forest, set them to work 
gathering rubber for a given time, and thus 
to prove to my own satisfaction whether their 
complaints were or were not reasonable and 
Just. 

It was arranged that these five men 
should work for four hours each, or a total of 
twenty hours’ work, which time should cor- 
respond to the tax imposed.

“In considering the above it must be fur- 
ther borne in mind that the time necessarily 
occupied in reaching the locality and retiring 
is not calculated.

Leading Spirit in Denver AI- 
lionaires’ Club“ Rearrested. 


TAKE HIM TO ROCK ISLAND.

The leading spirit in the “ Denver Million- 
aires’ club” came to grief in Chicago yes- 
terday. He was arrested by Sheriff Edward 
Kittleson of Rock Island, III., and taken to 
Rock Island to stand trial for being one 
of a gang of confidence men who probably 
would be — long if they 
were not interfered with.

Judge Hosea Wells heid that the man should 
ba prosecuted in Rock Island, where the 
crime was committed. On Feb. 28 he con- 
tinued the case in order that the officiais of 
Rock Island might get ion of him, 
Yesterday, while Weill his bondsmen 
were going to the courtroom, Weill was ar- 
rested by Detectives McGrath and Tobin and 
Sheriff Kittleson. He was hurried on to a 
train and taken to Rock Island. 


Blamed for $50,000 Swindles. 


“ Weill is one of the smoothest ‘con’ men 
we ever arrested,” said Detective Tobin. 
“ Sheriff Kittleson told us he and his gang 
had fleeced Rock Island men out of at least 
$50,000 in the last year. The game worked 
on Mr. Goodman, and all the rest for that 
matter, was to arrange a bet on a prize fight. 
They told Goodman they were a lot of Den- 
ver sports traveling through the country in 
a special car, and that they had a world 
beater named Gorman who could whip any 
man in town. Up comes one Kauffman, who 
challenges Gorman to a fight. The pro- 
moters told Goodman what easy money it 
wae and induced him to put up §2,000 on 
Gorman. The money was placed in a safety 
deposit box, $4,000 in all. After the fight the 
winner of the bet was to get the key to the 


box. 
Explains How Game Was Worked. 


“The ropes for a genuine prize fight ring 
were strung and the men mixed. At the 
opening of the second round Gorman col- 
lapsed under a blow in the stomach. His 
seconds declared he was about to die and 
everybody fied. 

“At a safe distance Weill said to Good- 
man: ‘Give me the key to the box and fly 
your kite out of town; that fellow may die 
and we all will be pinched. I will send you a 
check for your money tomorrow.’ 

Goodman gave him the key, but never got 
the check. The same game was worked on 
a Seattle man for $5,700.”
